Bad Advice. 


lu referring to the election under 
the Local Option law, soon to take 
place at Los Nietos, tlie&tar says: “ If 
the intenneddlers with others’ business 
carry their point, we think we are giv­ 
ing good a ivice to those who deal in 
liquors in any way to say to them to 
-tick to their business just as though 
nothing had happened. 
No grand 
jury will ever indict them .” 
AVo 
think this had advice, very bad advice. 
No man will abandon his claim to in­ 
telligence by asserting that the Local 
Option law is not now a law of the 
State in actual force. It was the Act 
of the people of California, in Legisla­ 
ture assembled, and when the Act re­ 
ceived the signature of the Governor, 
it became a law as binding as any in 
our statute books. All elections held 
under the Local Option law are legal, 
and to advise men to disregard the 
law which such elections establish, is 
to advise them to violate tlie law, and 
thereby jeopardise personal liberty 
and individual property. 
We are no 
stickler for Local Option, but we re­ 
spect the law and recognize tjie will of 
the people as the law of the land. We 
hold that in any community where a 
majority of the qualified voters have, 
in accordance with the provisions of 
the Local Option law, voted against 
the retail of liquor, to retail liquor 
within the boundary fixed by the elec­ 
tion, is an unlawful act, and certainly 
those who advise the commission of 
such an unlawful act, are giving bad 
advice. The assertion that no grand 
jury will ever indict those whocommit 
such unlawful act is unwarranted, and 
could only hold good with a grand 
jury composed of men having rather 
vague notions of the sanctity of an 
oath. Local Option may be an un­ 
constitutional law, but has not yet 
been so pronounced by the proper tri­ 
bunal, and until it is so pronounced it 
is a law of the State, and its violation 
is an illegal act subjecting the violator 
to the penalties named, hence we say 
advice to disobey the law is bad ad­ 
vice. 


Freights and Fares. 


Our attention has been called to an 
error which occurs in the H e r a l d ’s 
article on freights and fares, which ap­ 
peared in yesterday morning’s issue. 
We then stated, upon what we ac­ 
cepted as good authority, that prior to 
the appearance of Goon a l l , N e l s o n 
& P e r k i x s ’ steamers on t lie coast 
route, the Pacific Mail charged seven 
dollars per ton on all freight brought 
from San Francisco to the port of Wil­ 
mington. 
Ilad we said the old line 
charged these rates while owned by 
Bex H o l l a d a y, we should have been 
correct. Since the line passed into the 
hands of the Pacific Mail, the nominal 
charge lias not exceeded five ilollars 
per ton, though we have 110 doubt that 
averaging the freight by weight they 
netted seven, and perhaps ten, dollars 
for every ton brought down before the 
appearance of the opposition. The 
classification rates by which freight is 
received, has, we presume, been prac­ 
tised ever since men began to learn 
the tricks of trade, but it is always an 
expensive rule to the shipper. A baby 
wagon or a light buggy may be made 
to measure a ton, when in reality it 
does not weigh as much as the steam­ 
er’s clerk. This, however, is practised 
by all steamboat and railroad compa­ 
nies, and will be remedied when the 
Grangers are through with other and 
more important matters. With regard 
to the rates for freight as now charged, 
we are informed that the freight which 
goes out of this -valley is largely in 
excess of that brought in. This being 
the case, it would not be to the advan­ 
tage of the people to equalize the rates 
by taking off of the down freight and 
adding to the up bound. Merchandise 
from San Francisco to Wilmington 
now costs five dollars per ton—the 
same as charged by the Pacific Mail 
before the opposition was placed on the 
route. 


T h e Express of last evening devotes 
its entire editorial and part of its local 
space to a personal attack on the H e r ­ 


a l d ’s correspondent, “ T. A . G .” We 
regret that our cotemporary should 
deem it necessary to attempt a defense 
of itself in tliis way. It certainly 
committed a mistake in its statements 
concerning the Granger’s mottoes in 
the Fourth of July procession, and 
when that mistake is corrected the 
response is a series of personal attacks 
on our correspondent. Nothing is to 
be gained by the pursuance of such a 
policy. The author of the letter pub­ 
lished in the H e r a l d is a respectable 
citizen of wealth and position, and the 
charge that he owes the Express for 
subscription which he will not or can­ 
not pay, will be received with a smile 
of incredulity by the people of Los An­ 
geles. 


Thij Ban Francisco Post says it does 
not care a continental about Germau 
subscribers, and that it does not make 
any difference if every German in the 
State refuses to touch it. We presume 
the Germans are a great deal more in­ 
different on the subject than the Post 
cau possibly be.

Woman Suffrage. 


Have the contests under Local Op­ 
tion advanced the cause of woman 
suffrage? A number of leading jour­ 
nals have reached conclusion that it 
has. From our own standpoint the 
question presents a different aspect. 
After the first few elections the posi­ 
tive influence of women over voters 
appeared great, and it really was such, 
but it was a waning power and faded 
like morning dew before a parching 
sun. 
Later elections have demon­ 
strated that women can neither per­ 
suade nor awe men into voting other 
as their interests or inclination dic­ 
tate. 
How this undeniable fact will 
advance the cause of woman suffrage, 
we are unable to determine. 
As an 
argument it certainly requires careful 
and logicai handling. 
Unless the 
ladies’ efforts produce better results in 
the future than have followed their 
labors for some time past, public faith 
in their power as street electioneered 
will undergo a radical change, and 
tills change cannot 
but adversely 
affect the popularity of the woman 
suffrage proposition. 
In fact, we 
doubt if the more intelligent, thinking 
class of men and women are now, or 
ever will be, strongly impressed with 
the theory that great beneficial results 
will flow from investing women with 
the ballot. They believe that woman 
commands most when she seems to 
follow. 
That her influence 011 the 
polities of the nation as an adviser 
and counselor is. greater than when 
she appears as principal and contest­ 
ant: that as the home oracle she does 
more to win the victory than when 
she goes to the field as an armed bel­ 
ligerent. 
Intelligent, thinking men 
do not wish to transform women into 
men, and they think that when a 
woman 
becomes 
a street 
politi­ 
cian, she imsexes herself and di­ 
vests herself 
of all those gentle 
qualitiesand refined and refining traits 
which make her a woman and make 
men love her because she is a woman. 
A woman’s very weakness is an ele­ 
ment of strength. It is because she is 
weak and helpless that man loves and 
protects her. W hen she asserts her 
right and ability to protect herself— 
when she denies that she is weak—she 
at once deprives herself of that power 
which comes of her weakness—which 
she holds over man because she is a 
woman. There is another argument 
which may be urged against woman 
suffrage. The ballot is abused now. 
Too many men have the right to use 
it who lack both the intelligence and 
principle to use it properly. If all the 
women in the United States were legal 
voters, not one-half of them would ex­ 
ercise the privilege. W ith men, it is 
the better class who remain away 
from tlie polls. The same peculiarity 
will be noticeable when women vote. 
The better portion will seldom vote, 
while the worser class will vote early 
and often. Again, the influence of the 
husband over the wife’s vote would be 
greater among those men who sell 
their own vote than with the intelli­ 
gent liberal classes who would scorn to 
exercise an influence over the vote of 
a wife or of anyone. On the whole, 
we are not yet convinced of the great 
good which will result to woman or 
the nation by extending the right of 
suffrage to all citizens of a given age, 
without regard to sex, color, or pre­ 
vious condition of servitude. 


L o c a l O p t i o n lias developed some 
curious pliases in the San Francisco 
newspaper 
world. 
The Post felt 
called upon to rate the Germans in 
language more caustic than compli­ 
mentary. The Germans are not in the 
habit of nourishing a viper after it 
bites them, and orders to stop the pa­ 
per have begun to fill the Post order 
book. To save itself the Post threat­ 
ened to publish a list of those discon­ 
tinuing their subscription. The Ger­ 
mans didn’t scare at this, but other 
subscribers did, for they kneiv that if 
the Post carried its threat into execu­ 
tion its columns would be filled with 
German names, to the exclusion of 
everything else, and they began to 
stop the paper. Then the Chronicle 
come to the rescue, and talked in favor 
of the Post. This was the signal for 
the Germans to fill the Chronicle or­ 
der-book witli “ Stop my paper.” It 
is an amusing contest to all except 
those journals who have committed 
hari-kari. AVonder if the Legislature 
anticipated these lively times when it 
passed Local Option ? 


T h e following from the Alta will be 
of interest to the people of Los An­ 
geles: “The Supreme Court of the 
State has decided in the case of San 
Francisco against the Spring Valley 
W ater Company, that the Legisla­ 
ture cannot confer on corporations any 
peculiar powers, or subject it to pecu­ 
liar duties by special legislation. The 
constitution provides for the organi­ 
zation of corporations under general 
laws, the provisions of which can­ 
not be altered for special cases.” 


I t turns out that the Independents 
hold the balance of power in the Ore­ 
gon Legislature. The Democrats are 
stronger than the Republicans, from 
which it is apparent that the Inde­ 
pendents drew their strength mainly 
from the Republican ranks.

Collan had purchased a through ticket 
from San Bernardino to this city, from 
a stage company in the former place. 
This company did not m ake proper 
connections with the railroad, and 
when at last, Collan was on the train, 
fie found himself without either a 
ticket or his nam e upon the way-bill. 
The 
conductor demanded a t ’eket 
from the man, on his fare, and when 
refused attem pted to put him off the 
train. 
A t this stage of the pro­ 
ceedings, 
Collan 
drew 
a 
large 
d irk 
knife 
and 
held it at 
his 
side in 
a rather forbidding m an­ 
ner. 
Upon 
arriving in the city, 
Conductor House had the m an taken 
under arrest, and 
made complaint 
«gainst him before Justice Trufford, 
for com m itting an assault with a 
deadly weapon witii intent to kill. 
Considering all the circumstances, and 
.especially as Collan did not make any 
offensive demonstrations after he had 
draw n his knife, he was acquitted 
of all the charges except for displaying 
«deadly weapon and dismissed on the 
paym ent of ten dollars fine.

Tlie A liso .Wills Bnrnpil -A H eavy I.nss 
to llie Owners mill to Hie Interests 
«I the Country. 


About half-past 10 o’clock last nlglit 
the alarm of fire was sounded, and our 
citizens turned out, to find the Aliso 
Mills in flames. 
A H e r a l d reporter 
was promptly upon the scene after the 
sounding of the first alarm , and al­ 
ready the building was filled with 
llames from the ground floor to the 
roof. Soon after, the engine made its 
appearance and commenced playing 
w ith two full streams upon the burn­ 
ing building. 


T H E M IL L 
W as a three-sfory brick, with the 
usual am ount of frame inside work of 
bins, elevators and machinery, which 
all acted like so much tinder to feed 
the destroying 
clement. 
Although 
the Fire Company was on hand as 
soon as they could be expected, and 
though they commenced operationson 
the m om ent and worked manfully 
throughout, it was evident from the 
first th at the mill was doomed to de­ 
struction. 


TICE O R IG IN OF T H E F IR E 
W e were unable to learn; but a sn e a r 
as we could surmise from the circum ­ 
stances, it appears to have been caused 
by the heating of machinery in the 
rear of the building, on the first or 
basement floor. 
A gentleman who 
passed the place at 10 o’clock saw no 
signs of the approaching conflagration, 
but there were lights in the building, 
and the machinery had been running 
shortly before. 
Last evening was the 
first time th at the mill had been in 
operation during the night for a con­ 
siderable period. 


T H E STOCK 
In the store was quite heavy, com­ 
posed mostly of corn, w ith some bar­ 
ley and a quantity of flour. 
B ut little 
was saved from the burning building. 
A few sacks of feed and some flour, 
hardly worth mentioning, was taken 
out and deposited on the street. The 
books 
and papers were doubtless 
saved. 


T H E B U IL D IN G 
Was the property o.’ Messrs. Eugene 
Meyer, Governor Downey and O. W. 
Childs. 
It was built about lour years 
ago and cost, with machinery, about 
$30,000. 
The mill was run by water 
power. 
Messrs. Doming, Palm er & 
Co. of San Francisco, wore the losses, 
and the institution was operated under 
the personal supervision of Mr. Dom­ 
ing, the senior partner. 


T H E IN SU R A N C E. 
The interests of Governor Downey 
and O. W. Childs were insured with 
W. J. Brodrick in the State Invest­ 
m ent and 
Insurance Company for 
$4,000, which amount, we understand, 
will be promptly adjusted and paid. 
The other third interest was insured in 
the H am burg and Bremen. The whole 
insurance amounted, perhaps, to $10,­ 
000, but probably less than that figure. 
The stock of grain and flour owned by 
the lessees was not Insured, and will 
he a total loss to th at firm. 


T H E LOSS 
W ill he heavy on all concerned; but 
it is more to be deplored perhaps as it 
regards the interests of the country. 
Our milling facilities are already lim­ 
ited far below the demands of this 
section and we can illy a fiord to spare 
so efficient an establishment as tlie 
Aliso Mills, especially at this time, 
just before the opening of the wheat 
season. 
However, the loss falls upon 
those who are abundantly able to re­ 
place it, and we trust th a t the mills 
will be in operation again as soon as 
workm an can reconstruct it. 


L A T E R . 
As we go to press (1 o’clock A . m .) 
the flames have entirely spent their 
force, though the engine is still play­ 
ing upon the ruins. The building is 
very effectually gutted, but the walls 
are standing apparently uninjured. If 
they are not cracked by the heat 
(which is seriously to be apprehended) 
a very considerable portion of the loss 
may lie saved by m aking use of the 
wails in rebuilding.

SANTA BARBARA. 


A Trip Down—A I.ntly Lecturer in Had 
Com pany—'Tlie Celebration Am ong 
the Santa Barbarians Hr. Albert 
I'aekard's Place. 


“ Colorado,” the correspondent of 
L a Crónica, sends the following spicy 
letter, which we translate: 


S a n t a B a r b a r a , July 7th.

appreciate a ride over some

country in Califor­ 
nia. 
Leaving your busy town on the 
3d at 5 A. M. in company w ith three 
other Local Optionists, provided with 
the necessary stim ulants th a t consti­ 
tute an antidote to the usual am ount 
of dust on the road, wc jogged along, 
passed the Simi ranch, and as we were 
entering on the fertile lands of Los 
Posas our jolly party was increased by 
the advent of two fair damsels who 
helped to dissipate the monotony of 
the road. 
In due tim e we arrived in 
Ventura, a flourishing town whose 
chief attractions are fog and wind. 
H aving satisfied our craving appetites, 
we resumed our journey w ith the ad­ 
dition of a lady lectureron the driver’s 
scat. W c offered her some of onr “ par­ 
ticular w anity,” 
but she refused; 
saying we were a degenerated party, 
and how long her lecture would have 
lasted it is impossible to say, as the 
driver had the good sense to pick out 
a good-sized hole, and the jolting 
shocked her nerves so th at she coulu 
not proceed; at any rate, our drive on 
the beach was no longer spoiled by 
temperance lectures, and we arrived 
in Santa Barbara without any greater 
m ishap than a controversy as to the 
constitutionality of the Local Option 
law. 
But as we had a doctor w ith us, 
he soon wrote out some prescriptions 
and wo gleefully made for a drug 
store, where we were provided with 
dust medicine. 
J u l y 4th.—This being Independence 
Day, I arose early to see the fun and 
enjoy myself. It did not take me long 
to judge of the merits of the officers 
who conducted the procession. 
At 
last they started—two cars, with some 
of the juvenile fair sex of this city, 
representing tlie old 
Colonies and 
States, some citizens and the rear 
brought up w ith mounted hoodlums 
whose name was legion, the whole 
covered by an immense canopy of dust. 
They halted at and entered Lobero’s 
Theatre. The Declaration was regd, 
some music was indulged in, and then 
came the Orator of the Day, Eugene 
Fawcett, and delivered what some 
called an oration, but which, in real­ 
ity, was a general denunciation of all 
public officers as dishonest specula­ 
tors and himself the only honest m an 
lit to be elected to Congress.
